PRIMARY LAW

Four Actions Were Consolidated in One Case on
Which the Decision Was Rendered

THE SECRETARY OF STATE ACTS RIGHTLY

Court Holds That Contention That Primary Law Tends to Desiroy
Political Parties Is Question for_People of State
"to Settle Themselves

OLMPIA, Oct. 13—By a decision
today by the supreme court the dir
rect primary law is upheld in every
particular, The decision, which con*
solidated into one case four actions
prought recently, was ‘written by
Justice Fullerton, Justices Hadley,
Mount, Dunbar and Rudkin concur:
ring.

Justices Crow and Root, who were
themselves candidates in the recent
primury el¢tion took no voice in the
decision. The decision holds that suf-
ficient time was Riven tg act, and in
this connection the court raled the
indefinite provision requiring candi-
dates to file a statement of expenses,
“Not less than 10 days after the
primaries,” should be construed as
meaning “within a reasonable time.”
